METHODIST CONFERENCE. 


The Southern California D istrict at San 
Bernardino. 


S a n B e r n a r d in o , September 19th.—To­ 
day was the second of the annual confer­ 
ence of M inisters of the M. E. Church of 
the Southern District of California. 
Seventy-seven members were in attend­ 
ance. A lengthy report on the Maclay 
University at San Francisco was read. 
At 
his own request T. B. Bradshaw was trans­ 
ferred from the Southern District to Eu­ 
reka. The comm ittee appointed to invest­ 
igate the charges against Rev. J. W. James, 
who narrowly escaped being deposed from 
his pastorate at L oD g Beach for alleged 
conduct unbecoming a minister, reported 
that his trial is now in progress. 
At the request of the G. A. R., a com­ 
m ittee was appointed to secure a chaplain 
for the Soldiers’ Home. 
The report of the condition of the Fer­ 
nando Theological Seminary was read and 
approved. 
S. S. Blanchard of Santa Barbara com­ 
plained that rum ors damaging to him self 
and his standing as a m inister were in cir­ 
culation, and at his request a committee 
composed of M. Judge, H . Cox, S. F. Rob­ 
inson, J. A. W achob and J. B. Ashhurgh 
were appointed to investigate. 
Dr. H am m ond stated that toward (he 
raising of the $10,000 mortgage on the 
Bishop's house in San Francisco; $9,000 
had been subscribed by the Laym en’s Con­ 
vention, and asked for the balance, which 
was subscribed by the Conference within 
five m inutes. 
Able addresses were made on the subject 
of the W om en’s Foreign Missionary Socie­ 
ties by Mesdames W idney, Bovard, Dough­ 
erty and Ogbeen. 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT APPLAUDS. 


Three D esperate Bobbers Sent Up for 
Long Term s. 


S e a t t l e (W . T.), September 19th. — 
Charles Clark, Jam es Davis and Barney 
M artin, will be taken to the penitentiary 
to-morrow to serve sentences which aggre­ 
gate eighty-nine years. 
Clark and Davis are under thirty-six years 
sentence each, while M artin’s is seventeen 
years. M artin was arrested some tim e since 
for burglarizing 
the 
apartm ents 
of a 
courtesan. Clark and Davis, a few weeks 
since, com m itted a series of daring rob­ 
beries, holding up several persons in one 
evening. 
On September Gth the three men 
attacked and attem pted to m urder Jailer 
Farraher, wounding him w ith a razor in an 
endeavor to escape. 
Davis was shot during the melee. 
M ar­ 
tin was given three years for burglary, and 
fourteen years for assault on the jailer. 
Clark and Davis fourteen and eight years 
each on two indictm ents for robbery and 
fourteen each for the assault on the jailer. 
They r< cei ved their sentences coolly, m an­ 
ifesting but little emotion. 
Public sentim ent applauds the sentences 
as the convicts are desperate men. 


BURNED TO DEATH. 


Three L ittle Children Burned to D eath 
at P asadena. 


P a s a d e n a , September 10th.—At 10:30 
o’clock last night the residence of Mrs. 
Beaton, a Scotch woman, took fire and 
was entirely consumed. Three children, 
aged 3, 7 and 10 years, respectively, sleep­ 
ing in the upper story, were burned to 
death. The m other is crazed by tbe terri­ 
ble affair and it is difficult to get the par­ 
ticulars. The origin of the fire, as nearly 
as can be learned, was as follow s: 
Mrs. 
Beaton had fallen asleep, leaving a coal oil 
lam p burning, which exploded, setting fire 
to everything in the room. A little girl, 8 
years of age, leaped from the window, fol­ 
lowed by the mother. Bolh were caught 
by a m an who had come to the spot at­ 
tracted by the fire. Mrs. Beaton at once ex­ 
claimed. “ My G od! save m y boys.” 
But 
although superhum an efforts were made, 
no earthly power could save them , for the 
building was one sheet of flame. 
The fire departm ent responded prom ptly 
to the alarm , but there were no fire-plugs 
near, as the fire was in the suburbs. 
1 he loss is about $1.500, not insured. 
The burning of the house leaves the un­ 
fortunate woman penniless, and her coun­ 
trym en—Scotchmen—are asked to send aid 
to Thom as Nelmes, Pasadena.

FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT. 


A R ock-Slide in One bee B uries About 
Fifty P eople. 


Q u e b e c , September 19th.—To-night sev­ 
eral thousand tons of rock slid from Cape 
Diamond, at the end of Divfferin terrace/to 
Champlain street, 300 feet below, demol­ 
ishing in its course seven dwellings. Up 
to m idnight six bodies had been taken from 
the ruins—Thomas Farrell and two of his 
children, also two children named Burke 
and one unknow n child. Farrell’s mother- 
in-law, Allen, and her husband, are still in 
the ruins. 
About twenty-five persons have been re­ 
moved from the debris badly 
injured. 
Some have broken arms and legs and 
others are badly crushed and m utilated. 
It is supposed that at least fifty persons 
are yet under the ruins. The debris is in a 
solid mass some three hundred feet in 
length and from fifteen to twenty-five feet 
high. 
It is impossible to say at present 
how m any are dead and wounded. 
Every­ 
one is working heroically and under dif­ 
ficulties, as the night is intensely dark and 
the electric light wires have been pros­ 
trated. 
Cries of “ Heip! H elp !” are heard from 
beneath the debris, but no help can be 
given. 
Very little progress is made in re­ 
covering the bodies owing to the stupendu- 
ous mass of rock covering the ruins. The 
body of a woman named Mrs. Harrison 
has just been pulled out of the debris. 
More rocks are falling and it is feared the 
whole boulder forming the highest point 
of Quebec will give way.

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LAND OFFICE. 


Com m issioner Stone Criticises the M ethods 
o f H is Frcdecessor. 
W ashington, September 19th.—Acting 
Commissioner Stone, in forwarding to the 
Secretary of the Interior his annual report, 
states that it covers the doings of the Gen­ 
eral Land Office for eleven m onths under 
the adm inistration of his predecessor and 
only one m onth under his own manage­ 
m ent. 
This gives the present A dm inistra­ 
tion practically but one m onth in consider­ 
ation of land m atters in the last fiscal year. 
Commissioner Stone asserts that the re­ 
turns from 107 local Land Offices in several 
Public Land Offices in the States and Ter­ 
ritories have been met with no correspond­ 
ing increase of clerical force by Congress, 
and that the prevalence in the office of 
mistaken practices have had the effect of 
obstructing rather than 
facilitating the 
proper transacting of business. 
Investigating the conditions of the ofiice, 
the Acting Comissioner found upon assum ­ 
ing tbe duties of 
his office that 
the 
methods of the last adm inistration has 
not in anv way expedited business, and 
that there has been an accum ulation and 
increase over 
the former 
transactions, 
which was due to Sparks’ order of April 
3d, 1885, suspending action in all timber, 
desert lands and pre-emption entries up to 
that date. 
This action of Mr. Sparks the Acting 
Commissioner claims to have been with­ 
out authority of law or departm ental ap­ 
proval, and 
that it 
was received with 
indignation and universal com plaint from 
all portions of the country. 
It led to the accum ulation of unadjusted 
claims to a burdensome extent, and greatly 
discouraged settlem ent upon the public do­ 
main. 
Rehearsal is further given to a consider­ 
able extent of Sparks’ orders, w hich are 
commented upon by the Acting Commis­ 
sioner with a sharpness of criticism which 
has not been paralleled. 
Mr. Stone states that, entering on his 
duties the first of June, and regarding the 
Board of Review as unnecessary and an 
obstruction, he determined to 'dispense 
with it. 
H e tound that there was an ac­ 
cum ulation of nearly 18,000 cases, and he 
succeeded in so reorganizing the methods 
of doing business in that division that by 
the 1st of July following the entire mass of 
pending cases was fully disposed of, and an 
order was issued discontinuing the Board 
of Review. 
In order to justify the abolition of this 
Board, the Acting Commissioner subm its a 
statem ent showing that the num ber ot 
patents issued for the year ending 1886 
were 19,885; for the year ending 1887, 
24,550; for the year 1888, 47,180, ami for 
the fiscal year ending June 30,1889, 70,141. 
During the first eleven m onths of last 
year under the former methods of work 
there were issued 53,018 patents; a m onthly 
average of 4,874, while during the m onth 
of June of said year there were issued 
16,523 patents, a gratifying increase over 
the former managem ent during the fiscal 
year ending the 30th of June last. 
The 70,141 patents issued were divided as 
follow s: Final homesteads, 27,857; Com­ 
m uted homesteads, 9,562; 
pre-emption, 
cash, 14,347; 
tim ber culture, 147; 
desert, 
790; script location, 821; private, cash, 7.504; 
graduation, cash, 10; Act of June 15, 1880, 
cash, 507; cash, 4 324, miscellaneous, cash, 
4 233, townsites, 14. 
These patents were distributed as follows; 
Arizona, 47. California, 4,314, distributed 
as follows: Final homesteads, 1,414; com­ 
muted homesteads, 271: pre-emption cash 
entries, 981; tim ber culture, 2; desert land, 
41; scrip locations, 12; private cash, 111; 
Act of June 15, 1880, cash locations, 46; 
cash, 151; miscellaneous cash, 1,283; town 
sites, 20. Nevada, 12 entries, of which 3 
were final homesteads and 9 desert lands. 
New Mexico, 284 entriep. of which 119 
were homesteads, 108 pre-emption, and the 
rem ainder town site and cash entries. 
Oregon shows 1,742 patents issued during 
the year, of which 1,000 were homestead 
patents. 418 pre-emption entiies, 28 desert 
lands, and the rem ainder cash. 
To W ashington Territory there were is­ 
sued 2,735 patents, of which 1,332 were 
homestead entries, 657 pre-emption entries, 
and the rem ainder cash entries. 
These figures will show that title has 
been passed from the United States to 11,­ 
991.120 acres of land as compared with 
8,605,193 acres for the preceding year. A 
net increase in 1889 of 3,185,924 acres over 
1SS8. 
During the year 913 patents for m ineral 
lands and 155 patents for coal lands were 
issued as follows: 
New Mexico, 737 acres; 
W ashington Territory, 1,418 acres. 
There were patented to railroads lands as 
follows: 
California. 2,046 acres out of total 
to other States of 425,046 acres. 
Swamp lands were patented to States to 
the extent of 259,722 acres, of which Oregon 
secured 72 272 acres. 
During the year there were 132,351 acres 
of lands patented to the various States, of 
which California received 21,053 acres of 
school indem nity lands, and Oregon 15,338 
acres of the same class of lands, and 460 
acres of University lands. 
During the year railroad sections am ount- 
ing to 29.444,254 acres were pending in the 
Departm ent. There were also the Oregon 
wagon-road sections, which am ounted to 
over 2,000,000 acres. 
There were pending at the beginning of 
the year 12,400 lists of selections, embrac­ 
ing a total of 1,795,521 acres for educa­ 
tional and internal improvements. 
During the year there were 19,586 per­ 
emption entries, involving 2,902,028 acres 
of land. Also of 25,549 homestead entries, 
involving 3,861,708 acres of land, and 516 
tim ber culture entries, involving 334,520 
acres of land, and 644 entries of desert 
land, involving 180,060 acres of land. 
This does not include 10,060 commuted 
homestead entries, involving 1,521,527 acres. 
There are now pending in the Land 
Office tbe following final entries undis­ 
posed o f: 
Arizona, 673; California, 1,612; 
Nevada, 323; New Mexico, 3,162; Oregon, 
4 696; W ashington, 5,892. 
The cash reports of the Land Office for 
the year were $9,685,902. 
There was a de­ 
crease, as compared with the preceding 
year, of $3,861,236. This decrease is due 
largely to the decrease of cash entries. The 
surveys of the public lands were accepted 
to the following extent : 
California, 8.856; 
New Mexico, 1,540,176; 
Oregon, 77.829; 
W ashington, 12,697 acres. 
Apportionments tor the survey of lands 
were made as follows during the past year : 
California, $500; Arizona, $1,000: New Mex­ 
ico, $5,000; Oregon, $6,000; W ashington, 
$9.000. 
Three contracts were awarded in A ri­ 
zona, eight contracts in California, nine 
contracts in Oregon and seven contracts in 
W ashington Territory. 
In regard to the surveys in California, 
the Surveyor-General of that State says: 
“ Unfortunately the early surveva appar­ 
ently covered the best of the cultivated 
lands, following the water courses springs 
and glades, and om itting the lands which 
presented any difficulty of the traveler to 
survey. No m atter how small, this process 
left the unsurveyed portion of unfinished 
townships in patches and shapes as irregu­ 
lar as the natural topography of the coun­ 
try not wholly level would leave it.” 
I 
would suggest that these fragmentary sur­ 
veys be consolidated, and the completion 
of the several townships be placed in one 
contract. 


SILVER COINAGE. 


Change in the System of Purchasing Sil­ 
ver for Coinage. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 19th.—Secretary 
W indom has decided that in the purchase 
of silver for coinage into standard silver 
dollars, be will hereafter accept the lowest 
offers for the am ount required, provided 
the price is within the m arket rate as re­ 
quired by law. 
This reverses the practice of the D epart-' 


m ent under the last Adm inistration [of 
m aking counter oilers, and is a return to 
the practice which prevailed prior to 1885. 
The change in the practice is said to be due 
to the representations by hankers and oth­ 
ers that the practice cf m aking counter 
offers was in effect an attem pt by the Gov­ 
ernm ent to "bear 
the silver m arket by 
forcing down the m arket rate. 
Secretary W indom in speaking of the 
m atter this afternoon said his action meant 
nothing more than appeared on the surface 
and was not to be unoerstood as indicating 
any change in 
the 
policy oi the Ad­ 
m inistration in the m atter of the coinage of 
silver. 


ENSIGN HOW ARD AND PARTY*. 


An A m erican Schooner in A laskan YY'aters 
on a M ysterious Expedition. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 19th.—Lieuten- 
ant-CommanderStockton, comm anding the 
Thetis, now cruising in Alaskan waters, 
notifies the Navy Department that the 
American sihooner Norway, having on 
board Ensign Howard a n d 'p arty , hence 
from San Francisco, was navigated to that 
point safely, with no other means ot find­ 
ing longitude than a watch, her chronom e­ 
ter having 
been 
broken. 
Commander 
Stockton leaned the party suitable instru­ 
ments ; but as the party is bound on a 
mysterious expedition, which will make 
them wealthy in a short time, he t h in k s it 
rather rough that the Captain had no bet­ 
ter time-piece. 


R ioting in tire YY’est Indies. 
W ashin gton, September 19th.—Consul 
Allen, at Jam aica, has cabled the State De­ 
partm ent that a riot has occurred at Na- 
vassa, a sm all island of the Caribbean Sea, 
off the west coast of H ayti, at the south­ 
west entrance of the W indward 1’assage, 
and a num ber of Americans have been 
killed. 
H e has asked for assistance, and at 
his request an English war-sliip at J a ­ 
maica has started for the scene ot trouble. 
Acting Secretary ot State Adee referred 
Consul A llen's dispatch to Secretary Tracy, 
who at once cabled to Rear-Admiral Ghé- 
rardi at St. Nicholas Mole, Hayti, ordering 
him to proceed there at once with the 
United States ship Galena.

A COMPLETE EXPOSITION POSSIBLE. 
The county exhibits at the State Fair 
grew out of a., experiment on the part of 
Sonoma county exhibitors a few years ago, 
who groupeil their exhibits and emblazoned 
them “Sonoma County Products.” The 
^ new idea at once met with public approval, 
and, if we remember aright, the major por­ 
tion of the Sonoma county showing was sent 
East by the Southern Pacific Company and 
exhibited at Louisville and one or two 
other points besides. Since that time the 
State Agricultural Society has exerted 
itself to have the several counties make 
exhibits, and each year has met with more 
or less success, at one time having as many 
as nine counties in line. It may now be 
accepted that no State Fair in California 
will be deemed complete without county 
exhibits. 
Rut however wisely and impartially the 
money awards may be distributed to com' 
pensate for the cost of arranging the ex­ 
hibits, since all the counties cannot be 
named first, there will be some degree of 
disappointment felt. This is inevitable, 
for human nature is much the same now 
as it ever has been. A true philosophy 
will teach the county representatives that 
it is not so much the award of a committee 
as to the extent and variety of a display 
that is desired, as it is to ability to com­ 
mand the attention of visitors by the char­ 
acter of the exhibits. It must always be 
that one will be named first and another 
second in the matter of display, but that 
fact has only a feather weight in ad­ 
vertising the county. It perhaps gives 
it local prestige for a time, but to 
the home-seeker the exhibits 
alone 
enter into his estimate. The capacity 
of the county, then, is not represented by 
the award, so much as the interest, earnest­ 
ness and devotion of the superintending 
committee that gathers the exhibits. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that distant, 
smaller and less developed communities 
will not refrain from making county ex­ 
hibits because there are older, stronger 
and more developed counties likely to 
enter into competition. We venture the 
assertion that in the present State Fair, the 
couuties which, by reason of distance 
newness of settlement and limited develop­ 
ment of resources, have made smaller ex­ 
position of their products, have, never­ 
theless, had just as much attention from 
the people—as we know they have received 
from the press—as the greater displays. 
Let county exhibitors resolve, therefore, 
to continue in their good work, and by 
their persistence and success in exhibiting 
encourge the State Agricultural Society to 
greatly enlarge its awards and the space 
for such exhibits. 
It is possible for this prime feature of 
the fair—county exhibitions—to expand 
iu bulk and augment in importance, that 
it will absorb quite all the I’avilion. 
When fifteen or twenty counties, for in­ 
stance, are in confraternal competition, 
the Industrial building will not be equal 
to the accommodation and annexes will 
be necessary. That fifteen or twenty 
counties can be secured as exhibitors, and 
that by the next Exposition, or certainly 
by 1891, we confidently believe, if the 
State Hoard of Agriculture will en­ 
ter u¡>on the work of securing local 
organization in the several counties with 
that end in view. For instance, there is no 
reason whatever why San Francisco, with 
all her wealth, should not lie represented 
in the State Fair bv groupeil examples of 
manufactures in wood, cloth and metals; 
of her commerce by typical examples and 
illustrative diagrams and tables; of her 
art; of her publishing and printing; ol the 
work of her Artisans; of examples from her 
mills and great faetones; of her shipbuild­ 
ing, her architecture, and se on through 
an extended catalogue. 
San Francisco 
could make an exhibit at the Stale Fair 
that would practically cost her nothing, 
and yet prove of great teaching value to 
the people. 
So toothe coast counties south of San 
Francisco ought to he induced to unite 
with those of the great valleys, the foot­ 
hills and the mountains, in an exposition 
of the resources of the whole State. The 
extreme northern and southern counties 
by typical, if not large displays, should lie 
represented in the State Fair annually, by 
their woods, soils, building materials, 
fruitF, 
grajies 
an 1 minerals in the 
one case, and their semi-tropic growth, 
agricnlture, manufactures, minerals, natural 
history and evidences of progress in the 
other. 
The need is, w? rep?at, to expand this 
county exhibit feature of the fair. It is a 
scht me worthy the best efforts of the State 
Board, and of all the people. If enlarged 
as it shon d b», it wili bring thousands 
from the far East to view it, who will find 
the people of the north, center, coast and 


south, united in one common and generous ; 
endeavor to advance the interests of the 
whole State through the medium of an ex­ 
position representative of the whole State. 
The effect upon the stranger, of even the 
record of such au exposition, must be of the 
highest practical value to California. 
A Sa n F rancisco contemporary says: 
“ The new State tax levy is 72 cents and 2 
mills, against 50 cents and 2 mills last 
year. The extra 20 cents—nearly seven 
times as much in San Francisco as we tax 
ourselves for keeping up the Park, and 
almost twice as much as we pay for our 
schools—represents the cost of giving an 
unnecessary public institution to one end 
of the State because another had previously 
been given to the other end.” A better 
statement would be that the cause of this 
high rate is the want of statesmanship and 
business ability in the Legislature; also 
a low spirit of localism, that moves one 
section to withold its votes for needed 
measures, until they are purchased by the 
promise of the expenditure of public money 
in its own quarter. W hile it is true, that 
as the State grows so do its needs for pub­ 
lic institutions, and its legitimate ex­ 
penses ; but there is a great deal that is 
wrong in the administration of its trust 
by a Legislature, when it permits the in­ 
creased expense account to outstrip the 
expansion of the assessment roll and the 
growth of the taxable wealth of the State* 


STATE FAIR. 


T h e people of Fort Leavenworth have 
put the city of New York, and, for the 
matter of that, all the rest of the country 
to shame. They have just unveiled a 
heroic bronze statue of General Grant. It 
is pronounced a work of high art, and a 
monumental effect of more than average 
importance and merit. We lift our hat to 
the Leavenworthites. 


NOTE AND COMMENT. 
The waiters in the Iroquois Cafe, in 
Buffalo, says the Buffalo Express, evade a 
great problem by serving both a fork and a 
spoon with ice cream. The fork represents 
progress, thought, cosmopolitanism. The 
spoon stands for mental shackles, supersti­ 
tion, provincialism. 
There is a good deal of truth and phi­ 
losophy in the remark made by a wit when 
he heard of the divorce of a couple recently 
married: "I am glad they married each 
other, for if they had each married some­ 
body else there would have beeu two un­ 
fortunate couples instead of one.” 
Natural gas, as a fuel, has been in use 
about fifteen years. There are now em­ 
ployed in its transmission for fuel purposes 
27,350 miles of pipe mains. In Pittsburg 
alone there are 500 miles, and the consump­ 
tion of gas there represents an annual con­ 
sumption of 7,000,000 tons of coal. 
In Dublin, a small town of Laurens 
county, Georgia, there lives a blue man. 
He is a Caucasian, but instead of being 
white is a greenish blue, and is known as 
‘ Bine Billy.” His whule skin is blue, his 
tongue and the roof of his mouth are blue, 
and where his eves should be white is seen 
the same ghastly greenish-blue color.

A condemned criminal in England must 
be allowed to see three Sundays between 
his sentence and his execution. Of course, 
he can thus be hanged in a little over two 
weeks, bat the three Sundays must pass 
over his head before the gallows claims 
him. The custom is a relic of medieval 
times, when a criminal was allowed 
that much of a respite to prepare for death. 
In order to test the quality of the bayo­ 
nets now being served out to the English 
troops a number of weapons are indiscrimi­ 
nately selected from among those in use by 
the Inniskillen Fusileers, and some sensa­ 
tion was occasioned in the garrison when 
the report from the testing experts in Lon­ 
don was received, declaring that GO per 
cent, of the bayonets were totally unfit for 
use. 
The fact that many of the very fastest 
turf performers are not standard bred, ac­ 
cording to present rules of the National 
Association, leads some to believe that the 
standard will soon become so unpopular 
that it will die out. Such conclusion is not 
warranted. It is much more probable that 
the standard rules will he thoroughly re­ 
vised in the near future, and established 
upon a sounder basis than at present.

It mav 
be remembered that one of his ideas was 
that the nervous condition of a [>erson 
could be judged by the susceptibility of 
the skin, and this he tested by the distance 
apart at which two pin pricks merged 
themselves into one to the sensation of the 
patient. This method he used with con­ 
siderable success, being not infrequently 
called in as a specialist in complex cases of 
nervous disorder. 
Gn one occasion, it is said, he was called 
upon to go to the suburbs of Boston to see 
a young lady who was suffering from some 
nervous trouble, and was left alone with 
the patient to make hisexamination. After 
a time which seemed to the family rather 
long he came down stairs with a serious 
face and informed the family that he was 
extremely sorry to report that the vitality 
of the girl seemed so low that there 
seemed no possibility of her rallying.

The thirty-sixth annual fair of the State 
Agricultural Society is drawing to a close. 
To-morrow will be the last day. and it can 
already be safely said that it will be one of 
the most successful—if not the most suc­ 
cessful—of all the fairs yet held under the 
auspices of the society. A greater crowd 
was never seen at the Park than that which 
assembled to witness yesterday’s racing 
events. Every spot on the stands whereon 
a person could get standing or sitting room, 
and for a hundred yards on either side, 
was occupied. The quarter-stretch and 
paddock were also crowded, the latter con­ 
taining more vehicles than on any previous 
occasion of the kind. 
The Pavilion also was crowded, even 
more so than on the preceding eveniDg. 
The chief feature of the evening was the 
annual address, delivered by M. D. Boruck. 
It was entitled "The Life of a Plow.” and 
would occupy several columns if printed 
in full, being a review of the history and 
evolution of that useful agricultural imple­ 
ment from ancient times to the present. 
Yesterday’s receipts amounted to $4,­ 
099 75, as against $2.950 50 for the corre­ 
sponding day last year, showing an excess 
of $1,749 25 in favor of yesterday.

The free Play-ground levels all 
the bulwarks that separate the classes 
in society, and tor the time being the 
ragged boy is “ just as 
big” 
as 
the well-attired son of the man who counts 
bis wealth by the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. It was a happy thought that in­ 
spired in Mr. Lubin’s mind the plan which 
he and his associates have so successfully 
carried out—that of providing a free place 
of amusement for children of all conditions 
in life. Even the two weeks’ pleasure they 
have enjoyed at the fair will have an ele­ 
vating and harmonizing influence on the 
children. It will awaken in the hearts of 
the poorer ones sentiments of gratitude, 
and at the same time imbue them with a 
spirit of self-assertion and independence 
that may have much to do in the forma­ 
tion of their characters. And it will im­ 
press upon the children of the rich and 
well-to-do the fact that, outside their own 
family circles, they have no more rights 
than others, and that the barefooted or 
poorly-clad boys and girls with whom they 
romped and played during the fair were 
very enjoyable companions, after all. 
To-night’s special feature will be a grand 
entertainment by the children of the local 
Caledonian Club, assisted by the Hart 
Brothers, in Scottish games and grand 
highland reels and tlings.

RACING EVENTS. 
Twenty T housand People Attend the P ark 
in the A fternoon. 
Yesterday witnessed one of the largest 
crowds of people that ever saw a race at 
Agricultural Park. The attendance when 
Goldsmith Maid and Lucy trotted, nor 
that when General Grant was here was not 
nearly so large. It is estimated by compe­ 
tent judges that no less than twenty thou­ 
sand people were in attendance. Before 
two o'clock the grand stand was filled to 
its urmosi capacity. Every seat was taken, 
people were packed in like sardines, people 
were standing in the aisles and it was im­ 
possible to move about in any direction. 
The stairways were jammed full and the 
Directors ordered no more tickets to be 
sold. T be special stand was also crowded, 
as was the Directors’ stand, and the quar­ 
ter-stretch was one living, moving mass. 
Hundreds of vehicles were in Ihe paddock, 
and thousands of peopie viewed the con­ 
tests from the north stretch and the roof 
of the cattle sheds. The great attraction of 
the day, and that which perhaps more than 
all others contributed to the large attend­ 
ance, was the announcement that the three 
great “side-wheelers," Yolo Maid, Adouis 
and Gold Leaf were to contest for supre­ 
macy. 
The Yolo Maid was foaled in Yolo 
county by Alex Button, dam by Deitz’s St. 
Clair. Nearly all of Yolo county were over 
to see her trot and they yelled lustily when 
the Sjoe iy little bay mare came under the 
wire in ihe first heat in 2.12J, the fastest 
mile ever made to a sulky over this track. 
The duv was sultry and the race track 
slow by a couple of seconds. The pool 
b ix did an immense business, the "talent” 
all beiuz “plungers,’' in wild endeavors 1 1 
recuperate from the severe losses of the 


day before, w hen the “short end” filled 
their pockets w ith the talent’s m oney.

Governor W aterman has pardoned Peter 
J. H arrington, who was convicted in A la­ 
meda county in March, 1887, of the crime 
of embezzlement and sentenced to tbeState 
Prison for five years. The Governor gives 
the following reasons for his action : 
•‘H arrington was Koadmasterof the Liver­ 
more Road District in Alameda county, and 
unlaw fully appropriated to his own uses 
about $400. 
H is bondsmen prom ptly paid 
the county for its loss, believing that H ar­ 
rington was not crim inally gnilty. He ad­ 
mitted nsing the money, but after it was 
repaid he did not seem to comprehend that 
be was still guilty in the eyes of the law 
and refused to make any defense. H is pe­ 
tition is signed by eleven of the jurors be­ 
fore whom he was tried, the twelfth hav­ 
ing left the frítate ; by all the county officers 
and Supervisors and many prom inent citi­ 
zens of Alameda couniy. 
H e has already 
served the greater part of bis sentence, and 
bears an excellent reputation among the 
prison officials. For the foregoing reasons 
executive clemency is extended to him .”

ALL AROUND THE WORLD. 


A public school at Delmar is partly sit- 
uited in Delaware and Maryland. 
Each 
State furnishes teachers for its pupils. 
The largest ax factory in the world is 
iu Pittsburg, and it is capable of turning 
out 3,000 or more axes a day. 
Two crews 
of men make 1,500 axes each. 
A projected canal across the upper part 
of Italy, connecting from the Adriatic to 
the Mediterranean, would take six years 
to build and cost $125,000,000. 
North Dakota will be the first State, as 
a State, to make provision for a system of 
manual training. 
Forty thousand acres of 
land are set apart for that purpose. 
For a transparent paste to fix transpar­ 
ent advertisements on glass, use 75 parts 
India-rubber dissolved in 60 parts chloro­ 
form, then add 15 parts gum mastic. 
For walnut stain for deal—One quart of 
water, II ozs. common soda, 21 ozs. Van­ 
dyke brown, I oz. bichromate of potassium. 
Boil ten minutes, and apply hot or cold. 
During the past year the value of the 
imports of wire fencing into the Argentine 
Republic was about $2,000,000. 
Most of 
the supply went from Belgium, Great 
Britain and France. 
G. J. Symons, F. R. S., English meteor­ 
ologist, shows that if a man is thoroughly 
wet it is impossible for lightning to kill 
him. 
Persons exposed to thunder-storms 
should “get rained on” soon as possible. 
House boats are becoming so common in 
England that there is a talk about taxing 
them. 
There are nearly twelve thousand

used on the upper reaches of the Thames.

Enterprise and capital are about to 
change the great Dismal Swamp of North 
Carolina into a hundred farms. A railroad 
has been run across its entire width, an 
immense saw-mill has been set to work 
and quite a town is springing up. 
This 
wilderness will soon blossom as the rose. 
The Kansas man who made a thousand 
barrels of vinegar from twenty acres of 
watermelons and sold the vinegar for ten 
dollars a barrel has founded a new and 
valuable industry. 
H e has also shown 
that the best way to avoid cramps from 
watermelons is to convert the melons into 
vinegar. 
Iu comparing the literary merits of 
Dickens and Thackeray, an after-dinner 
orator in London said : 
“ It’s the wonder­ 
ful insight inter ’uman nature that Dick­ 
ens gets the pull over Thackeray ; 
but on 
t’other hand, it’s the brilliant shafts of 
satire, t’gether with a keen sense o’ humor, 
that Dickery gets the pull over Thackens. 
It’s just like th is: Thickerv is a humorist 
and Dackens is a satirist. 
But, after all, 
it’s ’bsurd to instood any comparison be­ 
tween Daekerv and Thickens.”— Literary 
World.

A buttonwood tree, an old landmark of 
Castletou, Vt., standing in the midst of the 
village, near the old Moulton mansion, 
has been cut down. 
It was planted in 
1798 by Hon. Samuel Shaw, a member of 
Congress during the war of 1812, and the 
grandfather of Josh Billings. 
The old 
town whipping post stood about twelve 
feet from this venerable tree up to 1840, 
when it was demolished. 
Many have esti­ 
mated the age of the tree much greater 
than it was, but a memorandum made by 
Dr. Shaw of the exact date of the planting 
is still extant. 
A curious scene was witnessed in Palace 
Yard, Westminster, England. 
A sparrow 
was picking up the corn which had fallen 
from the horses’ nosebags, when a mouse 
appeared and proceeded to dispute with 
the sparrow his right to the dainty mor­ 
sels. 
A fight ensued, which lasted for 
some minutes, and then the sparrow beat a 
retreat. 
The sparrow had evidently been 
injured in the tussel, and for a time he 
was unable to flv. 
At last the sparrow 
flew up, and a cabman finished the inci­ 
dent by killing the mouse with a whip. 
A policeman in a certain town in North­ 
ern New Hampshire, recently attempted 
to separate two men who were engaged in 
a row, when one of them picked up a club 
and struck the officer on the head, laving 
his scalp open.

N ew Y'ork, Septem ber 19th.— A rnm or 
h as been current in certain quarters that 
Eastern im porters o f F rench prunes h ave 
com bined to greatly u n dersell C alifornia 
prunes, w ith a view to discouraee further 
exten sive prune-grow ing in California. 
W ith a view o f ascertaining th e facts 
leading im porters and brokers have been 
interview ed by th e C alifornia A ssociated 
Press B ureau reporters, and th e result is 
g iven below . 
A series o f q u estion s w ere propounded 
w h ich , gen erally sp eak in g, sou gh t to se ­ 
cure not o n ly an answ er t o ,th e present 
lead in g in q uiry concerning 
the alleged 
com bine, but as to th eir future acts. 
In terview s w ere sou gh t and obtained 
o n ly from th e m ost responsible persons— 
m em bers o f firm s. 
N o em p loyes were in ­ 
terview ed. 
T h eir utterances were as fol­ 
low s : 
H . E. W ills & Co., brokers, 24 State street, 
said C alifornia prunes are superior to T u rk ­ 
ish prunes. 
T h ey are q u ite equal to the 
F ren ch , so th e F rench prunes principally’ 
com pete w ith th e C alifornia product. 
T h e 
total product o f C alifornia is sm all com ­ 
pared w ith the total F rench. 
T h e con su m p tion in the East is about 
75,000 tons o f F rench and T urkish prunes. 
It is estim ated that th e an n u al product o f 
C alifornia is m uch less at present. 
T h e real bar to th e control o f th e N ew 
Y ork m arket by the C alifornian product is 
the price. 
C alifornia prunes are three- 
fourths to on e cent high er than th e F rench. 
T h ey had never heard o f an y com b ination 
am ong Eastern dealers against C alifornia. 
T h ey th in k it w ou ld be im practicable to 
attem pt to m ake such a h ostile com b ina­ 
tion. 
It is very probable that in view of 
the u n u su ally large and fine F ren ch crop 
th is season that the F ren ch packers are 
m ak in g a determ ined effort to u n dersell 
C alifornia. 
T h e F ren ch sell at 61 cents, 
w h ile C alifornia o f th e sam e grade sells at 
7 i cents. 
W . H . D u d ley, of th e brokers’ firm of 
D u d ley & Co., 24 State street, said Califor­ 
nia could control th is m arket, even if the 
prunes w ere as low as the F ren ch prices. 
C alifornia prunes are better cured than the 
F rench, but n o t so w ell packed and not 
q u ite eq u al in quality’. 
C alifornia can, in 
tim e, w ith her natural increase o f product 
and im provem en t in p ack in g and curing, 
n ot on ly secure the N ew Y ork m arket, but 
control the trade o f t i e E ast. 
T u rk ish 
prunes, th e principal com petitor in the 
m arket, are u n d etsA liu g both California 
and F rance. 
F rom thirty-five to forty 
thousand casks o f prunes are a n n u ally im ­ 
ported here, averaging 1,400 pounds to the 
cask, and w orth about $50 per cask, in clu d ­ 
in g th e duty, w h ich is on e cent per pound. 
T h e idea o f a com bination of th e dealers 
here against th e C alifornia product is ab­ 
surd. 
T h ey n ever had heard o f an y such 
a sch em e before. 
It w as a trick o f specu­ 
lators, probably’. 
T h e C alifornia trade is b adly regulated. 
Too m any bargains are m ade directly w ith 
th e grow ers, w h o often break faith. 
D rum m ond & F isk , brokers at 124 State 
street, said C alifornia prunes are ju st as 
good as th e F ren ch . 
W e can sell all w e 
can get of the C alifornia prunes at 71 cents. 
T h e 
packing and curing o f C alifornia 
prunes com pares favorably w ith th e French. 
T h e raisins cured sty le is m ostly preferred 
here. 
California can produce a sufficient 
q u an tity to su p p ly th e E ast w ith ease. T ne 
iruit reaches here a m onth in advance o f the 
F ren ch . 
F lem in g, of C alifornia, has m ade 
sales here for O ctober and N ovem b er n ex t 
for 7 and 71 cents, w h ile th e F rench are of­ 
fering at 6 J cents. 
There is n o foundation 
to th e story concerning th e com bination 
against th e C alifornia product. 
H orace W . D ay, of Sgobe! & D ay, brokers 
at 24 State street, said: 
“T here is n o com ­ 
bination against C alifornia. 
T h e story is a 
m ere trick o f trade. 
T h e rum or probably 
started in Chicago, w here th e great bulk o f 
C alifornia prunes are h andled, to affect 
prices.” 
Miles, Everett <fe Co., im porters and deal­ 
ers at 106 W arren street, said: 
“There is 
no combination against California. The 
story was started as a trade trick for specu­ 
lative purposes. California prunes are bet­ 
ter than the French, and sell more readily’. 
They are cured and put up as well as the 
French 
article. 
California 
goods will 
eventually control this m arket, if properly 
handled. 
A m ajority of the dealers here 
prefer California goods to French.” 
Sonn Bros., at 365 W ashington street, 
said: “Tim e will give California control of 
th e m arket.” They had never heard o f a 
combination against California. 
Thurber, W yland & Co., at 116 Reade 
street, represented by Alex. Godillot, have 
never heard of any combination against 
California among the Eastern dealers, and 
do not believe such a scheme practicable. 
W . R . W in g, also with the foregoing 
firm, who handles California fruit for the 
firm, said : "The story of a combination is 
merely a speculative dodge. The Califor­ 
nia crop this year is a m onth earlier than 
the French. 
California will eventually 
control this m arket, but the goods mu3t be 
better packed than they are.” 
H is concern 
buys California fruit in sacks and packs it 
here. 
Mathew Dean & Co., at 226 W ashington 
street, said California prunes are very pop­ 
ular in this m arket. The difference in 
price is all to prevent Chicago from con­ 
trolling this m arket. 
It is only a m atierof 
time when California will control the East­ 
ern m arket. They don’t believe there is a 
combination adverse to California.
